DOWN GERMANS 


Matz Valley is Death Trap to 


Attacking Huns. 


The new German attack on the front 


between Moiitdidier and Noyon con- 
tinued with undimiiHshed violence, the 
I'aris war oflice reports. 


On the French left wing furious 


German attacks, made time after time, 
were broken by the French lire. 


In the center the enemy, bringing up 


reinforcements, made further progress, 
reaching the southern part of Cuvilly 
wood and Ilessons-Sur-Matz. 


French and American troops contin- 


uing their attacks in the region of 
P.russaires on the Marne front, gained 
more ground and took prisoners. 


On the French right wing along the 


front of the new attack bitter fighting 
continues. The 
French 
took 
more 


than 300 prisoners in various engage- 
ments. Prisoners report unanimously 
that the losses of the Germans thus 
far in the battle have beeu extremely 
heavy. 


The Germans had to bring up their 


troops at the last moment in order 
to avoid giving alarm to the allies. As 
the columns arrived they were com- 
pelled to deploy from the column of 
march into the line of attack. This 
operation which takes some hours, ex- 
poses the men to an unpleasant artil- 
lery fire unless the clement of sur- 
prise, is preserved. 


The German attacking troops com- 


ing out to envelop the heights of Bo- 
cages and Kiquobourg, dominating tbe 
Matz valley, offered a splendid target 
to the French gunners. The enemy bad 
to throw in division after division be- 
fore lie was able to drive his way for- 
ward to llessons-Sur-Malz and Mare 
till along the Koye road which was 
swept by French fire. 


Ressons-Sur-Matz is a central posi- 


tion from which the enemy can direct 
attacks southward to Kstrees-St. Denis 
or southeast to C'ompeigne. He Is be- 
ing strongly 
counter 
attacked, how- 


ever, and will only be able to de\«elop 
his advantage at heavy cost if at all. 


I'.attling with unparalleled fury the 


Germans are throwing fresh divisions 
into vain assaults on minor positions, 
not the main line of French defenses, 
on the front between Montdidier and 
the Oise. Ten and twelve times these 
attacks were repeated 
in the 
last 


twenty-four hours, each time with the 
same result—-frightful loss to the at- 
tackers. 


The Mat/ valley, where the German 


center is tight ing, is proving a death- 
trap for the Teutons. 
The French, 


unsurprised, by 
Sunday's offensive, 


lost no lime counter attacking with 
Strom: forces. 
It was the enemy who 


was surprised, for manifestly he had 
not looked for such a stonewall de- 
fense. 


Five German divisions already h«v( 


been withdrawn because of the ter- 
rific losses. The Germans are still at- 
tacking at a ratio of six men to a yard. 
All day they were targets that could 
net be missed. The French prevented 
two German divisions from reaching 
the jumping-off places which thoy were 
fraiiticjilly trying to cnnfuro. 
Those 


two divisions bad to be retired be- 
fore being actually engaged in hand- 
to-hand lighting, so murderous was 
the French artillery.

offensive between Montdidier and Xo- 
yon was reported by the Berlin war 
office. 


The situation between the Oise and 


Rlieims is described as unchanged.

The new German attack on the fi‘ont 
between Montdidier and Noyon con­ 
tinued with undiniinlshed vloleneo, the 
l^iris war ofliee reports. 
On the French loft >ving furious 
German attacks, made time after time, 
were broken by the Fi;eneh lire. 
In the center the enemy, bringing up 
reinforcements, made furtlier progress, 
reaching the southern jiart of Cuvilly 
wood and Ressons-Sur-^Ialz. 
French and American troops contin­ 
uing their attacks in tho region of 
Brussnires on the ^larne front, gained 
more ground and took prisoners. 
On the French right w’inp: along the 
front of the new attack bitter fighting 
continues. 
The 
French 
took 
more 
than 500 prisoners in various engage­ 
ments. 
Prisoners report unanimously 
that the lo.sses of the Germans thus 
far in tho battle have been extremely 
heavy. 
Tlie Germans had to bring up their 
troops at the last moment in order 
to avoid giving alarm to the allies. As 
the columns arrived they were com­ 
pelled to deploy from t)ie column of 
march into tlie line of atta^’k. 
This 
operation w’hich takes .some hours, ex­ 
poses the men to an unpleasant artil­ 
lery fire unless the element of sur- 
priso is preserved. 
The German attacking troops com­ 
ing out to envelop the heights of Bo- 
cages and Riquebourg, dominating the 
Matz valley, offered a splendid target 
to the French gunner.s. The enemy had 
to throw in division after division be­ 
fore he was able to drive his way for­ 
ward to Ilessons-Sur-Matz and Mai*e- 
iiil along the Roye road W’hich was 
swept by French fire. 
Ressons*Sur-Matz is a central posi­ 
tion from wdiich the enemy can direct 
attacks .southward to Estree.s-St. Denis 
or southeast to Compeigne. He is be­ 
ing strongly 
counter 
attacked, how'- 
ever, and \vlll only be able to deN«elop 
his advantage at heavy cost if at all. 
Battling w’ith unparalleled fury the 
Germans are throwing fresh divisions 
into vain assaults on minor position.s, 
not the main line of Frewch defenses, 
on the front between Montdidier and 
the Oise. Ten and tw^elve times these 
attack.s were repeated 
in 
the 
last 
twH'nty-four hour.s, each time w'ith the 
same result -frightful loss to the at­ 
tackers. 
The i\Iatz valley, w'here tho German 
center is iighling, Is proving a death­ 
trap for tlie Teutons. 
The French, 
unsurprised, 
by Sunday’s offensive, 
lost no time counter attacking with 
strong fon*es. 
It was the enemy wiio 
was sur))ris(Ml, for manifestly lie had 
not looked for such a stonewall de­ 
fense. 
Five German divisions already have 
been withdrawn because of the ter­ 
rific losses. The Germans are still at­ 
tacking at ft ratio of six men to a yard. 
All day they were targets that could 
not be mi.ssed. The French prevented 
two German divisions from reaching 
the jumping-off places wiiich they were 
franticiilly trying to canture. 
Tliese 
tw’O divisions had to be retired be­ 
fore being actually engaged in hand- 
to-hand fighting, so murderous was 
the French artilhux

Sudden Retreat of an Army 


Is Often Reduced to Chaos 


And the Resultant Disorder 


"Moving a great array Is an affair 


of time-tables. There is room for only; 
a certain amount of men and mate- 
rial on the roads and railways at on* 
time,

wagon above that maximum becomes 
a factor of confusion and retards the 
movement of the whole mass to a 
dangerous degree," writes G. Ward 
Price in the Century. 
"The 
sudden 


retreat of an army is often reduced 
to chaos, first, because a thoroughly, 
worked out plan of general retirement 
exists but rarely in the strong-boxes 
of any general staff, and, secopdly, 
because in the absence of a time-table 
drawn up in detail and strictly en- 
forced, the elementary principle of 
self-preservation leads every unit of 
the army to put itself on the road 
just as- quickly as it can get trans- 
portation. 
This is not to say that 


confusion is an invariable indication 
of personal panic; but it is very nat- 
ural, and even very proper, that every 
battery commander, the director of 
every military store and depot, and 
the leader of every body of troops 
which is not definitely ordered to re- 
main, should have /the individual de- 
termination that his particular com- 
mand shall not fall into the hands of 
the enemy. 


"The artillery officer firmly resolves 


that he will save his guns at all 
costs; the heads of the supply depart- 
ments are in charge of valuable stores 
which their army needs for its very, 


ence and which would be of great; 


aid to the enemy if captured, and the 
troop leader naturally argues that it 
would be futile to allow his men to 
be cut off when a general retreat has 
been ordered. So if the organization 
of withdrawal is left to the discre- 
tion of the people involved in it, as 
it has to be when the whole thing ha» 
not been deliberately arranged before- 
hand, confusion is almost inevitable.'"

Luminous Paint Is Put to 
Good Use In Present War, 
Greatly Aiding the Soldiers 


Many 
ingenious 
uses have been 
found of late for luminous paint. 
Watches with dials which glow in the 
darkness are becuming common, and 
only the other day tin order was given 
f(»r 100,000 nuirching compasses with 
luminous needles to be carried by sol­ 
diers at tlie front, sa.vs Boys* Life. Im­ 
mense viuantilies of luminous cloth are 
used by tho soldiers who go over the 
top. 
It is cut into sniidl rectangles 
iibout ten inches long and fast('ned to 
tho collars of the uniforms. 
The sol­ 
diers can thus recognize their own 
men in an indiscriminate fight in the 
dark. 
Tho lumiuiuis paint is also 
smeared on the end of sharpened sticks 
which wdien stuck into tiio ground 
make a fairly clear beacon.

In pounds 
of i)rotoin produced per acre it is exceeded only by soy beans and beans, says 
tho United States department of agricullure. 
The great stock feeding and 
dairy industries of Mio country are based largely upon the corn crop, as are 
also important manufacturing industries, such as starch, glucose, corn oil, 
and related products, various food products, and alcoholic beverages. 
Corn is tho gi"e,at feed (*rop of the nation. Fed with legumes and grasses 
it is unequal» 
as an economical raw^ material for the production of meat, 
ani butter. Because its high starch and oil content makes it primarily a fat- 
jroducln 
feed, corn is of almost inestimable valuó in finishing stock for 
mar. et. 
The remarkable development of the pork Industry in this country 
has b on due to the high feed vahie and abundant yields of the corn crop. 
Of all types of stock feeding, the pork iudtistry is associated most closely 
with iho corn crop. 
Of the do per cent of the crop consumed on the farm, all except a small^ 
percentage milled for human food is used for stock feeding. 
Tho extent of 
tho dependence of the feeding industry upon the corn yields is indicated by 
tho fairly consistent relationship maintained between corn and live-stock 
prices. 
By far the greater part of the corn used in feeding is fed as ear 
corn, with tho dry stalks and blades used as roughage, either as pasturage in 
ihe field or as cut stover. 
To a less extent the grain is fed in tho form oí 
«helled corn, milled products, and various manufactured feedstuifs. Another 
form in which corn is largely fed Is silage. 
Silage, at present, is of more 
importance to the dairy industry than to the stock-feeding industry, but its 
use in fattening steers is increasing rapidly. Its most extensive use is found 
in the sections w-here dairying is a leading type of farming. 
While the silo 
hits become a more or less familiar sight to almost every section where corn 
is grown, it is used most extensively in Wisconsin, Michigan, Indiana, Ohio, 
N('W' York, and New England. 
It is used also largely in other states of the 
corn belt and in the central Eastern states. 
Among the common cornmeal dishes eaten in the South are hoe-cake, a 
mixture of cornmeal and water with or without salt, cooked in a frying pan 
or griddle; corn bread or pono, made with the addition of baking powder or 
its equivalent and baked in the oven; griddle cakes, prepared from a thin 
hatter with the addition of a leavening agent; egg or spoon bread, differing 
from ordinary corn bread in that eggs are used; and corn dumplings, usually 
cooked with either meat or vegetables. 
Cornmeal is used in puddings, waf­ 
fles, poultry dressing, meat, and fish dishes. 
In the Korth wiiere corn products are .constnned to a less extent, the 
preference is usually given to meal made from yellow corn, although the so- 
called honu'ny (grits) made from white corn is .a common breakfast cereal.

least ten days after the chicks are 
hatched; by reducing losses on ac­ 
count of rats, weasels and thieves, and 
from cold, damp conditions; by thor­ 
ough sanitation; by discouraging the 
marketing of early-hatched pullets as 
broilers; by eliminating non-producing 
hens and keeping good layers through 
at least tw^o laying seasons; and by 
the poultryman raising his own feed 
as far as possible.**

Soldier Killed by Army Truck 


While returning from Gettysburg a 


12:15 o'clock on Thursday morning in an 
automobile, Alderman Walter F. Owen 
and L. Edward llfrr, of York, discOvercc 
the body of a dead soldier along the Lin- 
coln Highway, two miles east of Abbotts- 
town. He had been crushed to death bj 
an automobile truck from which he had 
fallen while returning to Gettysburg aftei 
attending a dance at the Out Door club, 
York. The victim of the accident was 
Corporal Richards, of Nebraska. 
When 


Owen and Herr found the body they turn- 
ed their car and drove after a truck they 
had passed shortly before on its way to 
Gettysburg. They informed the occupants 
of their discovery and then returned to 
where the body lay in the road. Richard 
had been riding on truck No. 2, which bad 
been stopped by the Yorkers, but it is said, 
had jumped off and boarded truck No. 5, 
from which he later fell, one of the wheels 
passing over his body. 
The soldier's body 


was removed on Thursday morning in an 
ambulance to Gettysburg. 


Corporal Richards had seen service on 


the Mexican Border. Ht was aged 24 
years, 1 month, and 21 days. His home 
is in Syracuse, Nebraska. 
He leaves his 


parents and several brothers and sisters. 
His father is a clergyman. Before joining 
the army, Richards was engaged in teach- 
ing science in a high school in Nebraska.

Dealers Fleeced. 


A swindle in eggs by which five pro- 


duce dealers of York and several of Ad- 
ams county were victimized of several 
thousand dozen of ejjgs was reyealed * hen 
Detective C S White, of York, arrested 
David Cohen, alias Jacob Caman, and Ja- 
cob Cohen, alias Asher Call, brothers, of, 
Philadelphia, operating as the Commerce 
Butter & Egg Co. The five York pro- 
duce dealers have lost about $5,000 thru 
the Cohens, who operated the same as the 
United Butter & Egg Co , which firm 
fleeced farmers of York and Adams coun- 
ties out of more than $100,000 about 10 
years ago The Cohen brothers made sev- 
eral visits to Yort, giving the names as 
Jacob Caman and Asher Call. They call- 
ed upon produce merchants of the city, 
to whom they represented they would 
pav good prices for eggs. The eggs were 
to be placed in cold storage in Philadel 
phia, when a cold storage receipt for 75 
per cent of the cost would be issued and 
the remainder paid when the egj?s were 
disposed of. The proposition was pre- 
sented so attractively that five York pro- 
duce dealers were persuaded to forward 
eggs in large quantities. 
Becoming sus- 


picious of the concern, 
w ben some of 


their financial obligations were uot met, 
one of the York victims went to Philadel- 
phia, ea May 10th, where after an inves- 
tigation he learned that none of the eggs 
had ever been placed in cold storage,that 
the Commerce Butter-& Egg Co.'s stand 
at the market consisted of a few empty 
crates, and the reputation of Caman & 
Call, who were in reality the Cohen 
brothers, was not very good. He also 
made discoveries vrhich indicated that as 
fast as the eggs were received in Philadel- 
phia, instead of being placed in cold stor- 
age they were reshipped to another place 
and disposed of. They do not appear to 
have used the mails, hence the charge is 
merely larceny by bailee and false pre- 
tense. 
David Cohen was admitted to 


bail in the sum $1,000 for his appeaiance 
at the York August court. Jacob Cohen 
being unable to secure bail in the sum of 
§2,000 was brought to York and commit- 
ted to the county jail.

Supply, and Water Sorvia- in the Bor- 
ough of New Oxford, Ad.:ins County, 
Pennsylvania, prescribing Kiik's for the 
use thereof, and providing p'-nulties for 
violation of the Ordinance. 


Be it enacted by the Uurjiefp an<l Town 


Council of the Borough of Now Oxford, 
Adams County, Pennsylvania, and it is 
hereby enacted and ordained by the au- 
thority of the game, that the following 
Rules and Regulation?, Rate.s and Penal- 
ties, for the supply and vine of Water to 
the Citizens of paid Borough, be and are 
hereby adopted, and approved: 


1. The water of the Borough Water 


Plant shall not be used by any perron 
who shall not first have obtained a per- 
mit signed by the Chairman of the Water 
Committee or some member of said Com- 
mittee duly authorized and appointed by 
him, nor for any other purpose than shall 
be specified in said permit. 


2. No attachment shall be made to the 


main pipe, nor detachment from it, ex- 
cept under the direction and control of 
the said Water Committee; nor shall any 
additional attachment be made to any 
consumer's service pipe for any purpose 
than that specified in the permit until the 
name has been entered upon his or her 
permit. 


3. All water rents shall be paid <|uar- 


terly in advance. 
Failure to pay the 


Bame within SO days after it is due may 
be regarded by the Water Committee as 
notice of a desire to discontinue the use 
of tin- water and it may detach the branch 
or, at its option, compel payment. 


4. Any member of the Water Com- 


mittee shall have the right, at all reason- 
able times, to enter the premises where 
water has been introduced, for any pur- 
pose connected with the use of the water 
and the interest of the said borough. 


f>. It shall be the duty of per.-ons hold- 


ing a permit to keep their pipes, hydrants 
and faucets in good repair, so that the 
water may not be wasted. 
No^eontumer 


will be allowed to supply water to others, 
except by pcrmis-.-ioii of the Water Com- 
mittee. If found so doing, lie or she will 
be liable to have the supph stopped and 
the rent already paid forfeited

In sprinkling ^un1.-,

washing pavements or windows, each 
water taker must confine himself to his 
own premises.

doubtless is, in at least some instances, 
a great and unnecessary waste. The 
food is often prepared and served on 
such occasions in such a way that it 
is practically impossible to utilize any 
of the remains of the banquet or make 
available for use the food in any other 
form.' 


"Our people should refrain 
from 


elaborate dinners and social entertain- 
ments where costly meals are a fea- 
ture. 
This class of social functions 


should be marked by war-time sim- 
plicity. 
In all things there should be 


strict obiservance of Food Administra- 
tion rules. The number of ex.'ra meals 
should be minimized. 
They are, for 


the most part, unnecessary. 


"We are at war. 
The families of 


England have meat only twice a week. 
In France the population between I.1} 
and GO 'years of a ire is permitted to 
have only one and a half sljces of 
bread per day per person. To win the 
war we must not only preach conser- 
vation, but practice it. 


"J am not only opposing the idea of 


private dinners, public banquets1 or so- 
cial functions, but I insist that war- 
time MimpliXy should prevail at them' 
by moderation in the number of cours- 
es served. 
I nr-je upon our people 


that din.'icrs, luncheons and banquets 
should be an example to the world of 
rigid conservation of food. 
Portions 


should he smaller. 
They should he 


prepared and served in accordance 
wilh food laws. "Articles of diet not 
on the restricted lisl should be used. 


"At commercial and husiucss gather- 


ings an example should be set and a 
menu in accordance with the strict 
requirements 
of 
the 
war-times 
In 


which we live be 011'ered. 


"Food waste is a crime. 
Tt is a 


crime against the starving nrfllions of 
Europe, who are asking us for food ; 
it is a crime against our sohfiers and 
the soldiers of our Allies, who are 
Jightinn for us on the battle ilelds of 
Europe."

Elheney, a Red Crots nurse in the war 
zone.

in Southern France, where she crossed 
the Italian border near Menton. She via- 
ited Monte Carlo and wiote that she and 
the members of the party were allowed 
to look in the gaming rooms from the 
door, but they were not allowed inside 
because they we'e connected with the 
military service. The party, however, 
witnessed the play of "King Richard in 
Palestine or The Talisman", in the opera 
house. She also visited The Rest Club, 
founded by the Princess Victoria, a sister 
of the King of England.

Howard Heinz, Federal Food Ad­ 
ministrator for Pennsylvania, made nn 
emphatic 
statement 
regardj^ig 
(he 
waste of food which ho believes may 
occur in too many Instances, in pri­ 
vate homes through e]al)orate dinner 
parties, and at public entertainments 
In the shape of costly banquets. 
He 
Buld: 
“At intervals, for months past, I 
have rend in the columns of the daily 
newspapers of the .state accounts of 
elaborate private entertainments in 
tJie 
way 
of 
luncheons, dinners and 
similar functions 
in 
which 
there 
doubtless i.s, in at least somo Instances, 
A great and unnecessary waste. 
The 
food is often prepared and served on 
such occasions in su(‘h a way that it 
Is practically impossible to utilize any 
of tho remains of the banquet or make 
available for use the food in any other 
form.' 
“Our people should refrain from 
elahonite dinners and social entertain­ 
ments wliere costly meals are a fea­ 
ture. 
This class of social functions 
should he marked by war-ti^ne sim­ 
plicity. 
In all things there sh^)uld be 
strict oh.servance of Food Adnoinistra- 
tion rules. The number of exvra meals 
should bo minimized. 
They are, for 
the most part, unnecessary. 
"We are at war. 
The families of 
England have meat onlj’’ twice a week. 
In France the poi)ulation between 13 
and GO -years of age Is permitted to 
have only one and a half sl]ces of 
bread per day per person. To win the 
war we must uAt only preach conser-. 
vat ion, hut practice it. 
*‘I am not only oi)posing the Idea of 
private dinners, puhJic banquets or so- 
ciul function.s, hut I insist that w ar­ 
time almplicly should prevail at them* 
by moderation in the number of cours­ 
es served.

Writes Letters. 


Philip 1\ McElheney, of McRherrys 
town has received eeveral interesting let 
ters from hie danghler, Misa Malissa Me 
Elheney, a Red Crofs nurse in the war 
zone. 
Miss McElheney sailed for over­ 
seas on June 30, 1917, and recently she 
wrote her father ot a two weeks* vacation 
in Southern France, nhere she crossed 
thé Italian border near Menton. She vis­ 
ited Monte Carlo and wj ote that she and 
the members of the party were allowed 
to look in the gaming rooms from the 
door, but they were not allowed inside 
because they we'e connected with the 
military service. 
The party, however, 
witnessed the play of “ King Richard in 
Pal*i6tine or The Talisman*^ in the opera 
house. 
She al^^o visited The Rest Club, 
founded by the Princess Victoria, a sister 
of the King of England. 
• 
After returning from the 
trip Mies 
McElheney writes that t h e German 
movements had changed things in the lo­ 
cality where she was at work, and for a 
time it locked as though all would have 
'^to move, as the Boches might reach the 
coast, but the Allies stopped them, and 
conditions again turned to normal, or 
what is coübidered normal, in the fight­ 
ing zone. 
Mies McElheney wrote in one of these 
letters that she was so glad the boys from 
home were getting overseas, because the 
sooner a large force is got into the strug­ 
gle the better and the sooner it \\ill be 
over. 
In one of her letters Miss McElheney 
writes that she now considers bread and 
butter and a batii luxuries. The leveling 
of Glasses, she writes will have a wonder 
iul broadening effi-ct on all people and 
wi'l make fo ra better understanding of 
life and of man for his fellow men 
She 
also tells of the manual work being done 
by persons of all clapsee, and writes that 
“the wheatless days at home prevent eat- 
less <lays in the war,zone."
